try on the same metallic basis. 
Thus, 


their competition Is of sufficient mag- 
nitude to prevent the cotton planter In 
our Southern slates to get 
his own 


price for the raw material. Hence his 
pill-chasing power Is curtailed. 
But 


the South, which, by the way, Includes 
a vast belt of many states, consumes 
the greater portion of our manufactur- 
er! cotton product, owing to the cli- 
mate and with Its purchasing 
power 


curtailed. Its consumption of our prod- 
uct la lessened and over-production fol- 
lows. 
The effect is felt by the South- 


ern farmers In competition with the 
West, as regards flour.

chasing power Is likewise diminished.
